Contemporary copy of an affidavit sworn by John Kinsey, Constable, 

before James Traill, J.P., February 16th, 1847, stating that In. 
June, 1830, Alderman Joshua Jonathan Smith ordered declarant 

to “repack” the six crates of goods containing the property of the: 
late Lord Nelson, amongst which was the sword now in question 
(N.B.—The sword now described |—and now produced, together with 
a three-edged sword painted black with a piece of black crepe 
attached thereto and which was along with Lord Nelson's coat, 
having four stars on it, with a waistcoat, breeches, a cocked hat, 
being the genuine property of the said Lord Nelson > and that the 
sword had been ever since in declarant’s possession and was then 
produced.

Memorandum of a call by Agar and Kinsey on Sir Nicholas Harris 
Nicolas, G.C.M.G. (Editor of Despatches and Letters of Lord Nelson), 
at his house No. 55, Torrington Square, “‘ when Sir Harris informed 
us that he had been to the Admiralty and wrote to Mr. Salter’s 
about the sword of the late Lord Nelson, now in your possession, 


and I have just received a letter from Mr. Salter’s the sword Cutlers, 


who say that they have some faint recollection about Lord Nelson’s 
having had a sword made about six inches shorter than the 
reculation sword for his own’ purpose, and’ I can say that your 
sword is an Admiral’s sword at that time and that Salter was a 


sword cutler to the then Lord Nelson, and I believe it to be the 


sword of the late Lord Nelson, and you have my authority from 
me for so saying, and I have nothing further to say about it, I 
wish you a good morning.” 

(N.B.—This sword has been compared by us with a service sword 
worn at the battle of Trafalgar in the United Service Museum, and 
found to be about five inches the shorter.—S. W. and H.)

Hospital, December Ist, 1846, when John Dutton (see C. above) 
showed the sword to Lieut. Rivers (Nelson’s Aide-de-Camp at 
Trafalgar) and Mr. Allen (? William Allen, 1793-1864, Naval Officer 
and Traveller); both Rivers and Allen expressing themselves as 
satisfied that this was Nelson’s uniform sword.

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At some time after 1847 the sword was pawned by Kinsey ; it 
was purchased from the pawnbroker by Mr. Goldsmith, who kept 
a public-house at Bushey, Herts. He eventually committed suicide. 
and the sword was bought from his widow by Mr. Treharne. 


As we have seen from the affidavits, the sword was given to 

Kinsey in 1830 by Alderman J. J. Smith, who is well known to 

biographers of Lady Hamilton as the staunch friend of her declin- 

ing years. He released her on bail in 1814 from the King’s Bench 

prison, where she had been confined for debt, and helped her to 

escape to Calais. There can be no doubt that he received the 

sword, and the other six crates full of Nelson’s clothes, etc. from 

Lady Hamilton herself, to whom, in accordance with one of 

i Nelson’s last requests, Hardy gave Nelson’s coat (now at Greenwich 
Hospital) and other effects. 


It was thought by the late owner, Mr. Treharne, that this was 
the sword worn by Nelson at Trafalgar, but it is clear that this 
cannot be the case, for it is accepted by all modern authorities that 
Nelson did not wear a sword in the action. It is, however, certain 
that it was a service sword specially made for him, and that it was 
in his cabin on the “ Victory’; it is, therefore, a national relic of 
extraordinary interest and importance.
